Katholos sparks

Reo events in the Coca- 

Cola Soccer League and 
the National Youth League 
have shrouded the issue of 
Tefereeing in controversy. 

Granted, referees have 
always been a vilified breed. 
It is the kind of thankless 
task that goes largely 
unnoticed when it is being 
done properly, but raises 
squeals of dissatisfaction 
when it isn’t. 
But while the subject of 
tefereeing will always be 
contentious in all areas of the 
game, it has reached new 
levels of controversy in the 
NYL, where several recent 
incidents have brought things 
to ahead, 

The current system of 
filing a complaint, or indeed, 
any type of opinion on 
refereeing performance, 
means a coach, official or 
player can either a) write a 
letter or b) make a phone 
call to the Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

But it is this behind- 
closed-doors system that has 
come under fire from several 
coaches of both grades, and 
many players. 

Gary Power, who is 
employed by the ASF to 
administer the referees, says 


this structure exists to 
present a united front to the 
media and sporting world at 
large, rather than show 
fighting within Australian 
soccer's ranks, 

Sydney Olympic youth 
team coach Peter Katholos is 
‘one who has refused to hold 
back in his condemnation of 
the current system, and as a 
result is facing disciplinary 
action from the ASF. 

But Katholos is 
unrepentant. He says the 
current structure doesn’t 
allow those with a grievance 
afair hearing. 

He claims poor refereeing. 
has cost his team several 
games this season. 

‘This is an attitude that one 
would usually expect from 
the coach of a side 
accustomed to losing, but on 
the contrary, Olympic are 
sitting just behind leaders 
Sydney United on the Youth 
League table and have put in 
some of the most effective 
and entertaining 
performances in the league 
this season. 

However, he claims his 


complaints, though 
acknowledged, have gone 
largely ignored, 


Katholos is staking a lot,

However, Sterrey is a 
little more tolerant. 

“You don’t drop a player 
after one bad performance,” 
he concedes, “The referees 
deserve the same 
opportunity, But it’s 
always a problem that 
referees who consistently 
perform badly don’t seem to 
be punished.” According to 
Power, more has been done 
this season than ever before 
to ensure a good referecing 
standand is attained. | 

“We haye doubled the 
amount of training referees 
do. They are weighed and 
given a fitness test monthly, 
so that they are forced to 
maintain a certain level,” he 
said.

within a game. We later put 
this together and send it out 
to all referees nationally. 
We have done one of these 


already and another is nearly 
completed.” 

Power says these 
measures have been 


extremely effective but 
admits there is still more that 
could be done, to alleviate 
what he describes as a “seige 
mentality” between referees 
and club representatives. 
“Pre-season, I’m in favour 
of, firstly, coaches, club 
captains and referees 
attending a seminar and 
having the opportunity to 
talk. Secondly, to send a 
teferee to pre-season 
training to explain the law 
changes and answer any 
questions rather than just 


trying to teach it on the field 
once the season is 
underway.” 


Sterrey agrees: “I'd be 
happy to attend regular 
meetings say, two or three 
times a season, to either say 
my piece or just listen to 
what the others have to say.” 

Sterrey can see the 
improvements, but says they 
still have a Way to go. 

“My team are not a dirty 
team and they are leading the 
competition by six points. 
Bat we still have 37 yellow 
cards for the season.” 

He also thinks the current 
referees are too willing to 
pull up the games. “I still 
think the best referee is the 
‘one you hardly see or hear 
from.” 

It’s not likely to be an 
issue that ever sees all sides 
happy. 

Power says: “Unfortunately 
there are three types of 
coaches, Firstly, the ones who 
will always use the proper 
channels and these are the 
ones that will get a good 
hearing. 

"Then you get the coach 
who has had a frustrating 
day and just explodes. 

“Finally there are the 
deliberate manipulators, who. 
use the media to. draw 
criticisms away from 
themselves when their team 
is performing poorly. They 
use them as a lever to exert 
pressure on the Federation.” 

Says Power: “It’s not 
often the referees miss an 
open goal.”

Breakers got back to 
basics with a local team 
as they struggled to meet 
their creditors’ demands. 

After a flying start to 
the season the Breakers’ 
lack of depth, poor 
organisation at the back 
and confused style has 
seen them plummet 
towards the bottom. 

Meredith left after 
several weeks of fighting 
with Foley over being 
dropped because of 
bookings and due to the 
player’s concern over 
the club’s future. 

McKinna was upset at 
not being picked for a 
recent trip to 
Melbourne. 

Spink denied the 
charge that he has failed 
to meet his off-field 


development officer 
commitments because 
nothing has been 
organised for him and he 
is critical of Foley’s 
coaching methods. 

With the situation 
changing by the minute, 
as ABSW went to press 
it seems likely to take 
until next week for the 
smoke to clear and 
something like the truth 
to emerge from the 
rumour mongering and 
finger pointing.

The Joeys have just finished a 
training camp at the AIS and Scheinfiug 
plans three more this year, plus an 
overseas tour before the start of the 
qualifiers. 

The Young Socceroos next go into 
camp in March and then again in June 
when Scheinflug hopes to take the squad 
on a three-week tour of Europe. 

‘Hope’ is the appropriate word 
because the money for this tour still has 
to be found. 

“It is of great importance Australia 
does not rest on past performances,” 
Scheinflug said, 

“They have been extraordinary 
performances but it will get harder 
and harder in the future 

“We have to keep experiencing 
overseas competition, 

“But we are identifying talent 
better than before and we are working 
with the players much more.” 

Scheinflug also pleaded with Coca- 
Cola Soccer League coaches to give 
youngsters a better run. 

“In the World Youth 
Championships in Australia last year, 
we played against some of the best 
countries in the world,” he said. “Yet 
only a few players from my team are 
consistently playing first grade. 

“Portugal won the competition 
in1991 and they now have eight 
players in the national team. 

“Our coaches must have more 
belief in their young players.”

SCOTLAND 


The Scottish Football Association is 
to investigate two ugly incidents which 
disrupted the third round of the Scottish 
Cup. 

Clydebank goalkeeper Alan 
Monaghan was attacked by Dundee fans 
during the 1-1 tie at Kilbowie Stadium 
while off-field staff were involved in a 
half-time fracas between Partick and 
Hearts, won 1-0 by Hearts. 

Nearly 100 visiting Dundee fans 
invaded the pitch after Dundee’s Paul 
Tosh scored an 83rd minute equaliser. 

Monaghan was attacked in his 
goalmouth before being rescued by his 
teammates. Referee Alistair Huett held 
up the game for five minutes as the 
goalkeeper was taken to the dressing 
toom for treatment. 

At Firhill, where Mo Johnston’s goal 
sent Hearts into the fourth round, 
tempers flared shortly before half-time 
when Chic Charnley of Partick tried to 
elbow John Colquhoun, who threw a 
punch in retaliation. 

Colquhoun was sent off but Charley 
was only booked and the tension spilted 
over at the interval with police and 
stewards escorting players and officials 
to the dressing rooms. 

Scottish FA chief executive Jim Farry 
said reports from both matches were 
“very disturbing”. 

“The association has spoken out long 
and often about the pitch being for 
players only. We will start to put the 
whole thing through the normal 
procedure tomorrow,” Farry said. 


ITALY 


AC Milan maintained its grip on the 
Ttalian league crown with a 1-0 victory 
at lowly Atalanta protecting a four- 
point lead as closest challengers 
Juventus and Sampdoria both had 
comfortable wins. 


Daniele Massaro’s second goal in 
successive matches proved sufficient for 
the champions, bidding for its third 
straight league title, to overcome 
stubborn resistance from Atalanta. 

Juventus kept up their challenge with 
a 2-0 win over Foggia in Turin. 

Forward Fabrizio Ravanellj linked 
with Roberto Baggio to give his side the 
lead in the 69th minute while Baggio, 
presented with the European Footballer 
of the Year award before the game, 
struck in the 77th minute for his 12th 
goal of the season. 

Sampdoria missed two penalties 
against relegation-doomed Lecce, but 
still finished 3-0 winners as veteran 
defender Pietro Vierchowod and striker 
Roberto Mancini both found the net and 
Lecce captain Giampaolo Ceramicola 
scored an own-goal. 

Milan tops the table with 32 points 
from 21 games, while Juventus and 
Sampdoria-share second-place on 28 
points. 

Midfielder Gianfranco Zola netted 
twice to spearhead fourth placed 
Parma’s impressive four-goal win at 
strugglers Genoa. Swede Tomas Brolin 
and Colombia’s Faustino Asprilla 
scored the other goals from the penalty 
spot. 

Davide Fontolan headed a last minute 
equaliser for fifth-placed Internazionale 
in a dramatic 3-3 draw at home to 
Cagliari, 

Milan, beaten only once this season, 
began its match against Atalanta keen 
to celebrate club president Silvio 
Berlusconi’s recent entry into politics. 

The ill-tempered match in which five 
players were booked yielded few 
scoring chances as Milan’s defence, now 
beaten only eight times in 21 matches, 
Testricted Atalanta to a few long-range 
efforts. 

Massaro settled the contest in the 
55th minute, combining neatly with 
Dane Brian Laudrup in the Atalanta 
penalty area before firing a low, 
diagonal shot beyond goalkeeper 
Davide Pinato. 

Juventus gave former star Roberto 
Bettega the perfect start in his new job 
as the club’s deputy general manager. 
The UEFA Cup holders dominated the 
first half as the gifted Baggio and 
midfielder Antonio Conte narrowly 
failed to score. 

In the second half Baggio drew the 
Foggia defence with a fine run before 
putting over a perfect cross for 
Ravanelli to open the scoring. 

Goal-scorer turned goal-provider 
eight minutes later, as Ravanelli’s lob 
beat goalkeeper Francesco Mancini and 
rebounded off the crossbar into the path 
of Baggio, who sealed victory with a 
simple tap-in. 

If Sampdoria fails to catch Milan in 
the championship race, it may rue a 
series of costly penalty misses. 

Against Lecce, both Mancini and 
Attilio-Lombardo missed the target with 
their spotkicks to take the number of 
penalties squandered by Sampdoria this 
season to five out of 10, 

Luckily for La Samp, the mistakes 
made little difference to the final result. 

Vierchowod put his side in the lead in 
the 53rd minute, penalising the Lecce 
defence for failing to clear a comer with 
a fierce shot into the roof of the net. 

In the 85th minute Ceramicola 
deflected a cross from Mancini into his 
own net and five minutes later, 
Mancini’s seventh goal of the season 
made amends for his earlier penalty 
miss. 

Inter looked to be heading for its 
seventh defeat of the season when Luis 
Oliveira and Vittorio Pusceddu gave 
Cagliari a shock 2-0 lead at the San Siro 
stadium. 

But Uruguay's Ruben Sosa inspired 
his side to a fine comeback with two 
well-taken goals either side of half-time. 

Inter surged forward in search of an 
unlikely win and only fine saves from 
Valerio Fiori denied Dennis Bergkamp 
and Sosa, 

With five minutes remaining, 
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Panamanian Julio Dely Valdez claimed 
his 10th goal of the season to give 
Cagliari the advantage again, before 
Fontolan’s late goal spared his side 
from an embarrassing home defeat.

Brazilian striker Anderson kept 
nervous Marseille in the race for the 
French league First Division title by 
scoring both goals in a tight 2-1 victory 
over dangerous Monaco in the Stade 
Velodrome. 

The win gave Marseille two badly 
needed points and kept it close to Paris 
St Germain. 

Marseille started slowly and Monaco 
striker Youri Djorkaeff created a 
sensation with a goal on 25 minutes, 
after teammate Juergen Klinsmann 
found open space in Marseille territory. 

The team from the principality had 
little time to enjoy its lead. Goalkeeper 
Jean-Luc Ettori blundered in front of his 
line to give Marseille a 26th minute 
penalty, which was converted by 
Anderson in the 26th minute. 

In the second half Marseille started 
pushing and Anderson made it 2-1 in the 
53th minute with a strike from 25 
metres that Ettori could not touch. 

Monaco’s defence could hardly 
contain Marseille’s strikers and Dutuel 
almost made it 3-1 with a shot inside the 
left post in the 62nd minute. 

Monaco reacted aggressively and 
veteran German striker Klinsmann 
almost scored from close range with 
five minutes left.

Ajax found itself a goal down in the 
seventh minute when Huub Loeffen 
unleashed a powerful shot to put Vitesse 
in front. 

Litmanen equalised 12 minutes later 
when he curved the ball past Vitesse 
goalkeeper Raymond van der Gouw 
from about 15 metres. 

Swedish international Stefan

“The only 
way we will enjoy it 
is if we win games 
and that’s got to be 
my priority.”

million failed to pay 
dividends and 


Tuesday's 1-0 FA 
Cup defeat at home 
to Bristol City was 
probably the final 
straw for him, 

“T took this job 
believing that I 
could return the club 
to its former glory but this 
proved to be more difficult 
than | anticipated,” he said 
in a statement. 


“The fans have been 
very patient but I feel that 
their patience is now 
running out.

Advice? Gtaham Taylor wants Venables to 'be given'a greater'chancé of success.

Bae England manager 
Graham Taylor painted 
a miserable picture of the 
job for Terry Venables, the 
man who has succeeded 
him. 

In his first major 
interview since resigning in 
the wake of England’s 
World Cup failure two 
months ago, Taylor pleaded 
for his successor to be 
given a chance to do the 
job without having “one 
arm tied behind his back”. 

Taylor says he can see 
no reason “from a 
footballing point of view” 
why Venables should not 
land the post — and 
reckons the controversial 
candidate has already 
shown admirable keenness 
by not having already told 
the Football Association to 
“stuff your job”. 

But asked what he would 
tell Venables on what he 
should do once he’d got the 
job, Taylor could only 
joke: “Resign!”. 

Ina more serious, but no 
more encouraging, vein he 
added; “I would turn round 
to him and say “Just make 
sure you don’t lose, pal’ 
It’s as simple as that. 
You've got to win.” 

Speaking on BBC's 
Radio Five, Taylor insisted 


the main legacy he may 
have left Venables was to 
draw attention to the 
problems within the current 
England set-up. 

“Tf T've stirred anything 
in the FA nest, privately, 
not publicly, it was to let 
them know that whether I 
stayed on or not as 
England manager, they 
must look at the whole 
structure to give the next 
manager more than an 
even chance. 

“Let’s not beat about the 
bush — here, club football 
is considered more 
important than the national 
team, and let’s recognise 
that the England manager, 
whoever he is, will have to 
do the job with one arm 
tied behind his back. 

“I’ve probably done as 
much as anyone could 
possibly do to bring to 
people’s attention the 
problems that we are going 
to have to address in the 
international scene.

“Don’t let’s kid 
ourselves. Let’s do 
something, and let’s see if 
we can give the next 
England manager more of 
a fighting chance than I or 
my predecessors had.

What’s in a name? 


very football club has 

one and so do most 
footballers — but football 
club managers simply will 
Not answer to them. 

Nicknames are tossed 
around club dressing rooms 
as frequently as the 
liniment, the shirts and the 
muddy socks. 

Players compete with 
each other to invent the 
most appropriate 
nickname when a new 
colleague first walks 


through the dressing room 
door. But nicknames are 
out as soon as a senior 
player swaps his dressing 
room peg for a coathanger, 
a polished desk and a 
management contract, 

This week new manager 
John Deehan will start 
fining Norwich City players 
unless they call him “Boss” 
or “Gaffer”. Continued use 
of his nickname “Dixie” is 
strictly taboo now former 
coach Deehan has 


exchanged tracksuit for 
collar, tie and suit. 

Why Dixie? Well, 
former striker Deehan’s 
sumame was just perfect to 
couple with the label 
carried by the greatest 
English goalscorer of all 
time. 

Dixie Dean, born in 
Birkenhead in 1907, was 
christened William Ralph 
and there are several 
theories about the origin of 
his nickname, Perhaps the 


"Champagne Charlie" Nicholas of Glasgow Celtic.

most plausible is that his 
jet-black curly hair and 
dark skin conjured up 
pictures of the American 
deep south. 

Whatever the reason, 
Dean hated it. Nickname or 
not, defenders always had 
good cause to remember 
him — Dean had already 
netted 27 goals in 27 
matches for Tranmere 
Rovers between September 
1924 and March 1925 when 
Everton set the football 
world buzzing by paying an 
incredible 3,000 pounds for 
the 18-year-old. 

Goals flowed: 100 league 
goals before the age of 21, 
200 league goals in 199 
games by the age of 23, 300 
league goals in 310 games, 
a record 353 league goals 
in just over 12 seasons, 37 
career hat-tricks, a grand 
total 473 goals in 502 
matches, 18 in 16 England 
appearances, another 18 in 
16 Merseyside league 
derbies and 60 First 
Division goals in 1927-28 
— 4 one-season record 
that will surely stand for 
ever, 

Charlie Fleming couldn't 
match Dean’s scoring feats 
but his nickname was just 
as memorable. 

Fleming, born in 
Blairhall, Scotland, during 
Dean's 60-goal season, 
became known as 
“Cannonball” becuase of 
the ferocity of his 
shooting. 

“Cannonball” Fleming 
left East Fife in 1955 for 
Sunderland, where he 
scored 62 goals in 107 
Teague games and a single 
international. 

Before the turn of the 
century Sheffield United 
included two players who 


were best known by their 
nicknames. Nudger and 
Fatty were stars of a team 
which reached three FA 
Cup finals, won a league 
championship and twice

omalia’s national stadium is the 

‘Most intimidating in the world; 
it is, at present, a fortified camp 
for a battalion of Pakistani troops 
and their tanks. 

But with the return of relative 
calm after three years of inter- 
clan war which wrecked Somalia, 
soccer is at the forefront of 
attempts by Somalis to breathe 
life back into sports, despite 
appalling communications and a 
Jack of venues. 

“Sport is synonymous with 
civilisation, not war,” said Farah 
Addo “Sindiko”, vice-president of 
the Somali Olympic Committee 
formed six months ago to put 
Sport back into this broken Hom 
of African country. 

It has had only limited success 
so far. In a country where peace 
remains fragile and face-to-face 
communication is the only way to 
get a message across, organising 
anything takes time. 

Though never a major sporting 
Nation, Somalia produced an 
outstanding athlete in Abdi Bile, 
1,500 metres gold medallist at the 
Rome World Championships in 
1987 and a bronze medallist in last 


year’s World Championships in 
Stuttgart. 

Bile, however, was awarded a 
sports scholarship and for most of 
his career has been based in the 
United States. Those sporismen 
who had to stay in their country 
were less fortunate. 

Foremost among them are 
footballers. As in most of Africa, 
soccer was the most popular sport 
in Somalia before the war. 

Until 1990 Somalia boasted a 
First Division of 10 teams and a 
major regional cup and competed 
on the African stage in both club 
and national competitions. 

The top players who graced the 
pitch at the national stadium have 
been swept away and are 
impossible to track down three 
years since the start of civil war 
ended their careers. 

But they are being replaced by 
a new generation of young 
Somalis seeing their first chance 
of playing organised soccer. 

Special matches have been 
staged on Somali Flag Day, 
Teacher’s Day and Police Day. 
Mogadishu’s Banadir team made a 
four-day tour in November of 
Hiran and Middle Shabele regions 
in central Somalia, the first such 


tour since the civil war. 

“That is one of our major 
achievements,” said Sindiko, 
whose first allegiance is to soccer, 
the sport he played and now 
administers as president of the 
Somalia Foorball Federationa and 
a member of the Confederation of 
African Football, 

“About 70 per cent of our 
activities have been in football,” 
he added. “Since football is the 
mother of all sports that is what 
the people have asked for. They 
want games organised and we are 
trying. 

“There are proposals to start 
organising in both districts and 
regions where it is viable. In 1994, 
we hope to be able to stage the 
regional cup for the first time in 
four years. 

“Then we can start again with 
club competitions. Clubs rely on 
financial support and that can 
only come when there is peace.” 

He said they were planning to 
form a team to take part in the 
1996 Atlanta Olympics and 
African competitions. 

Though Somalia is a member of 
the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC), Sindiko 
complained it had not received the 


financial support the organisation 
gives to the poorer nations. 

He said he would like to see 
more help for sports from the 
multinational United Nations 
Operation in Somalia 
(UNOSOM), which has volleyball 
courts in its compounds in 
Mogadishu. 

“We've had some help from the 
Americans and Italians but 
UNOSOM never gave us 
anything,” he said. “The only thing 
they gave us is security. They did 
not help us financially or 
materially. 

“If UNOSOM wants to help 
Somalia, they should investigate 
sport more deeply. It could bring 
the youth together.” 

UNOSOM, however, has no 
intention of backing sporting 
acitivites although spokesman 
George Bennett said individual 
members of the 26-nation UN 
coalition were free to help, 

Sindiko does, however, praise 
UNOSOM for something tangible 
— the Pekistani presence backed 
by tanks in the national stadium. 

“At least they are keeping it 
safe from destruction. And when 
they go it will be safe for us to 
play there once again.”

England defender 
Needham, a Blade for 22 
years, earned his nickname 
through his habit of 
nudging the ball away to a 
teammate in crisp tackles. 
Needham, also known as 
“the prince of half backs”, 
was one of the few players 
to have two nicknames. 

Foulke, a 19th century 
Mr Blobby, would have 
made Paul Gascoigne look 
like Twiggy. He weighed 
around 15 stone (95kg) 
when he joined Sheffield 
United in 1894 and tipped 
(or broke) the scales at 
around 20 stone (127kg) 
when he turned out for 
Chelsea and Bradford City 
more than a decade later, 

Said to be remarkably 
agile for his bulk, Fatty also 
played for England, 

Sometimes nicknames 
are applied as a matter of 
necessity. When Charlton 
Athletic signed South 
African-born - Albert 
George Uytenbogaardt in 
1948 no-one at The Valley 
could pronounce his 
surname, so he inevitably 
became “Humphrey”. 

But the goalkeeper made 
only six league 
appearances in six years 
for Charlton and let in 
eight goals- against 
Blackpoool before leaving 
to take a printing job in 


Cape Town. 

England teams of the 
1950s sometimes featured a 
wizard, a lion and a 
plumber — “the wizard of 
dribble” Stanley Matthews, 
“the Lion of Vienna” Nat 
Lofthouse and “the Preston 
plumber” Tom Finney. 

Sunderland’s Len 
Shackleton was christened 
“the clown prince” for 
oulrageous antics like 
sitting on the ball during a 
game. 

The 1970s featured a glut 
of uncompromising 
defenders like Norman 
“bites yer legs” Hunter and 
Chelsea’s Ron “chopper” 
Harris. 

Jack “the giraffe” 
Charlton followed John 
“gentle giant” Charles at 
Leeds, 

England captain Stuart 
Pearce and Millwall’s Pat 
van den Hauwe are both 
labelled “psycho” but no- 
one calls Terry Venables 
“El Tel”, a convenient 
abbreviation for newspaper 
headline writers. 

Any award for wit and 
originality in a new 
nickname would surely go 
to the Norwich City 
players. Wales 
international midfielder 
Jeremy Goss was the 
answer to their goalscoring 
prayers so they tagged him 
“God”, 

One top goalkeeper is 
even known by his 
dressing room colleagues 
as Dracula because he fears 
crosses.

Italy courts the thinking man's manager 


Serie A giants 
are vying 
for master tactician 
——Zdenek Zeman—— 


Neu many managers in 
Italian football history, 
least of all those from 
overseas, could claim to 
have been simultaneously 
courted by four of the 
biggest clubs in Serie A. 

But that is precisely what 
is happening to Zdenek 
Zeman, the 45-year-old 
master tactician from 
Prague who took Foggia 
out of Second Division 
anonymity and over the jast 
two-and-a-half seasons has 
fashioned everybody’s 
relegation favourites into 
one of the most attractive 
and respected sides in the 
country. 

Inter Milan, AC Milan, 
Lazio and Roma are all 
suddenly on the trail of the 
normally withdrawn 
Zeman. Foggia president 
Pasquale Casillo has given 
up trying to keep the 
Suitors at bay. He has 
announced that the Czech 
will be free to leave the 
small club from Puglia at

the end of the season, 

It will be a sad farewell 
for Zeman, one of that rare 
breed of managers who join 
unfashionable clubs, sell 
their best players to balance 
the books, but somehow 
manage to come up with 
untapped talent to replace 
them. 

Zeman sold Beppe 
Signori, Ciccio Baiano and 
Igor Shalimoy at the end of 
Foggia’s first season in the 


top flight when the big clubs 
swooped on the division’s. 
brightest newcomers. He 
simply waved goodbye to 
the stars he had created and 
invented another team 
while spending only a 
pittance. 

Such dramatic success in 
unpromising circumstances 
has not gone unnoticed, and 
now Zeman is set to reap 
the rewards as the big clubs 
queue up for his services. 
Yet Zeman only ended up 
in Italy by accident after a 
family holiday in 1966 that 


took on a sporting 
significance. Zeman 
explains; “I went to 


Palermo to spend the 
summer holidays with my 
uncle Cestmir Vjcpalek, 
who actually went on some 
years later to coach 
Juventus. 

“] returned to Italy three 
times, and in 1969 | decided 
to stay for good. Prague 
still meant a lot to me, but I 
had fallen in love with the 
sun, sea and way of life 
there.” 

He immediately set out 
to seduce the Italian 
football world with the 
theories he was developing 
while training to be a coach, 
“I believed that in all 
sports, and especially 


football, speed of execution 
was becoming more 
crucial,” Zeman said. 
“Football is above all a 
sport of movement and 
flux, and I thought that the 
key thing was to exploit 
quickness of thought and 
action as much as possible.” 

After a few false starts 
with, ironically, Foggia, 
then Parma and Messina,

Zeman’s ideas reached 
fruition during his second 
spell at Foggia in 1986. 
Using a zone defence system 
and an aggressive pressing 
game, Foggia ‘became 
known for the speed of their 
one-touch play. In Serie A 
they frequently outplayed 
more glamorous teams. 
After a recent 4-1 victory 
against Dino Zoff’s Lazio, 


Zoff admitted that the 
Foggia team had “made us 
suffer terribly with the pace 
and rhythm of their play.” 
Lazio president Sergio 
Cragnotti simply s 
“Zeman’s team didn’t let us 
breathe from the first 
moment to the last.” 

Such a performance was 
achieved by one of the 
cheapest sides in top-class 
Italian football. The Lazio 
Team that was crushed 4-1 
cost over five times as 
much as their opponents. 
Foggia’s only major 
signing this season was 
Antonio Chamot from 
Pisa who cost just under 
$2.3 million. The most 
expensive on their books 
is Brian Roy at $3.2 
million, 

Casillo has revealed that 
Zeman asked him never to 
pay more than $3 million 
for a player because “no 
player in the world should 
cost that kind of money.” 
An unusual request from a 
manager to his president 
in the world's most 
inflationary league. 

Yet it is an attitude 
that fits in with Zeman’s 
football philosophy. 
“Football is a game that 
should be dominated by 
the idea of the

collective,” he explains. 
“The talents of the 
individual should always 
be at the service of the 
team, not the other way 
round.” Zeman’s vision 
of the game is an 
egalitarian one. Speed 
and teamwork are at its 
heart. Not individualism. 
That is why some 
commentators believe the 
Czech is more at home at 
a provincial club like 
Foggia, rather than at one 
of the big names. If and 
when he goes to one of 
the big four next season, 
will he be able to deal 
with the stars and prima 
donnas who may not be 
as willing as the lesser- 
known Foggia players to 
knuckle down in the 
interests of the team? 
Zeman doesn’t see a 
problem. “The players I 
discovered at Foggia 
became stars. Signori, 
Balano, Petrescu, 
Kolyvanoy, Shalimov, 
Chamot and Roy are 
players who will play for 
their countries in the next 
World Cup. So who says, 
I can’t coach the big 
names? All the same, I 
know that the biggest test 
of my career is just 
around the corner.”

ROMA RAMPAGE 


Riot police fired teut-gas canisters and charged about 
200 fans who went on a rampage outside AS Roma's 
training camp lust week after the team’s sixth defeat this 
season. 

Policemen moved in to disperse the fans when they 
began hurling eggs, vegetables, fish and buckets over the 
fence of Trigoria training camp, where Roma players had 
just completed a warm-up. 

According to initial reports fo-one was injured. Several 
people were taken into custody for resisting arrest. 

Roma players, including Argentine striker Abel Balbo 
and German midfielder Thomas Hassler, had reached the 
dressing rooms when the fans started the rampage, club 
sources said, 

Fans gathered in Trigoria, on the outskirts of the city, 
for a “peaceful” demonstration against team officials 
considered responsible for Roma’s disappointing record.

Croat coach Tomislav Ivic is leaving Portuguese 
champions Porto to become a FIFA trainer, club chairman 
Jorge Nuno Pinto da Costa revealed last week. 

Pinto da Costa declined to name his replacement, 
despite growing speculation that it may be former England 
manager Bobby Robson, who was sacked by Sporting 
Lisbon in December. 

“We have two options and one of them has already 
worked as a coach in Portugal. The only thing I can tell 
you is that the new trainer will not be Portuguese,” Pinto 
da Costa told a news conference in the northern city of 
Oporto, Robson, who recently turned down an offer to 
manage Wales’s national team, was unavailable for 
comment. He said in a recent interview he would consider 
taking a new job in Portugal. ; 

Ivic, in his second spell as Porto coach this season, said 
he had been offered the chance to represent Croatia as an 
International Football Federation (FIFA) trainer by his 
country’s national soccer association. 

Pinto da Costa said Ivic, who guided Porto to victory in 
the Intercontinental Cup and European Super Cup in 
1987, was leaving Porto for the second time on friendly 
terms and would remain a club adviser. 

But Ivic has been criticised by Porto fans lately for his 
constant changes to his line-up. 


ROBSON’S WEEK OFF 


Manchester United's Bryan Robson entered hospital 
last Wednesday for an operation on his sinuses which have 
kept him out of action for a week. 

The former England captain has been plagued by the 
problem all season, particularly after flying to European 
Cup matches. He had two small operations earlier in the 
season, but they failed to clear it. 


UNITED SHAME 


Leeds United has launched a hunt for the yobs who 
insulted the memory of the late Sir Matt Busby before last 
weekend’s loss at Blackburn. 

Videos and newspaper photographs are being 
scrutinised by Leeds officials in the hope of identifying 
fans who chanted “There's only one Don Revie” during 
the minute’s silence for Sir Matt before the game. 

The club's executive board may either reintroduce a 
ban on away ticket sales to their fans, which was lifted four 
years ago, or confiscate season tickets from those who 
misbehaved at Blackburn. 

Leeds chairman Leslie Silver said: “This sort of thing 
has to be stamped out. It was disgraceful, especially when 
you consider Don Revie actually learned his trade from 
Matt Busby. in 

“For Leeds fans to act in that manner was an absolute 
insult to Don Revie and the Busby family, We thought 
we'd made huge progress, but in one minute these lunatics 
have put our cause back five years.” 

Swindon has already banned one fan who swore during 
the minute's silence before Jast Saturday's game with 
Tottenham. Secretary Jon Pollard said: “He found it quite 
amusing when he was ejected: by the police. Let’s see if 
he’s laughing quite so much now.” 

Meanwhile, Chelsea may also take action against fans 
who jeered Aston Villa midfielder Andy Townsend during 
their Busby tribute last Saturday. They are also studying a 
video to try to identify those involved.

FIFA general secretary Sepp Blatter said he would 
meet interim French Football Federation (FFF) 
president Jacques Georges in Colmar, France, and tell 
him a timetable had to be set for the matter to be 
resolved, 

FIFA and the European Football Union (UEFA) 
banned Marseille from this season’s European Cup after 
it lost patience with the French federation’s failure to 
take-action. 

Alter being threatened with suspension from FIFA, 
France eventually stripped Marseille of last season's 
league title and banned the players involved indefinitely, 
bur said the decisions were provisional only and 
depended on a future verdict in court. 

A Marseille player has admitted offering bribes to 
three Valenciennes players and handing over money to 
one of the players’ wives to lose a vital league match 
last May. 


FAREWELL SIR MATT 


Manchester United players led mourners at the funeral 
of Sir Matt Busby last Thursday, while hundreds of fans 
stood in rain outside the church and lined the route to the 
club's Old Trafford home. 

Bobby Charlton, George Best, Denis Law and 
Tommy Docherty were among those paying tribute 10 
the man who led United to five Jeague titles, two English 
FA Cups and the European Cup. 

Sir Matt, who died last week aged 84, rescued 
Manchester United from the debt and devastation of 
World War Two in 1948 and made it one of England’s 
most famous and successful clubs. 

He survived a 1958 air crash in Munich that wiped out 
eight of his young “Busby Babes” team and took United 
to its first European Cup victory 10 years later. 

Some 600 people, including the present United squad, 
packed the Catholic church in Manchester where Sir 
Matt worshipped for a funeral mass while hundreds of 
others listened outside. 

Bishop Patrick Kelly spoke of Sir Matt's 
“extraordinary charm, modesty and gentleness”, 

“From the terror of a snow-swept runway in Munich, 
he inspired, healed, encouraged and challenged again 
until the Cup was won,” said Kelly. 

Fans lined the five kilometre route to the Old Trafford 
stadium where thousands more had gathered near a 
carpet of red and white flowers, scarves and mementoes 

One message read: “Thanks for the memories.” 
Another said “Time to manage the Babes again.” 


UEFA REPLACES REFEREE 


UEFA have taken the unusual step of replacing Dutch 
referee John Blankenstein for next month’s European, 
Super Cup second leg match between AC Milan and 
Parma. Swiss official Kurt Roethlisberger has been 
named as the replacement.

Wagner Canazaro, the former refereeing director of the 
Rio de Janeiro soccer federation. was banned following 
allegations made against him, firstly by three anonymous 
referees to a Brazilian newspaper and then by referee 
Claudio Cerdeira, 

AM said Canazuro had told them that referees wold be 
responsible for ensuring results of certain matches inthe 
1994 Rio de Janeiro soccer championship went “according 
to the federation’s interests.” 

The ban was imposed by a tribunal of the Rio de Janeiro 
federation, after finding Canazaro guilty of attempting to 
Influende results, 

Canazaro, who was sacked shortly after the ullegations 
were first made in December, has denied the claims. saying 
ticre tad been “an error of interpretation”. He suid he 
would appeal against the ban. 

‘The scandal looks set to drag on with two police inquiries 
currently under way and more serious allegations being 
investigated. 

Rio potice are holding their own inquiry and have already 
heard claims from ex-referee Reginaldo Mathias that match- 
fixing has been common in the Rio de Janeiro championship

Brazilian federal police launched a separate investigation 
because some of the matches involved may have featured in 
a government-run lottery.

It's crisis 
time for 
Madrid's 

elite clubs 


¥ ‘ow Madrid’s mighty haye fallen. A 
city that for decades has lived and 

breathed football for one or other of its 
two illustrious teams is coming 
painfully to terms with the reality of 
the modern game. 
_ Real and Atletico 

Madrid, who have 
jointly disputed 17 
European finals, are — 
so deep in crisis that 
their presence in 
next season's 
continental 
competitions is in 
doubt. 

The recent clash between the two 
rivals in the sixth round of the Spanish 
Cup earlier this month was one of the 
most eagerly awaited Madrid derbies. 
Not because victory was so sweet but

because the prospect of defeat was — 


even more appalling than ever. 
Licking the deep moral wounds of 
the 5-0 humiliation in Barcelona five 
days earlier, Real’s president Ramon 
| Mendoza had already called a press 
conference for the morning after the 
Cup clash. The coach Benito Floro 
\ ~ would be sacked, predicted the pundits 
and Mendoza would announce his own 
resignation, Over at the Manzanares, 
Atletico’s president Jesus Gill was 
aghast at the financial repercussions of 
elimination in a season when an 
unexpected UEFA Cup exit against 
OF! Crete had already opened a 
yawning gap between budget and 
Teality. 
“If we lose to Real,” he announced, 
“there will probably be probiems with 
pay cheques at the end of the month.” 
‘They lost 2-3 and the players now wait 
and see whether the inconsistent Gill 
a keeps his word. 
_ There was relief, 
however partial, at 
Real. Mendoza 
promptly used his 
press conference to 
adopt a “crisis, what 
crisis?” approach, 
Floro, he said, 
would continue and 
his own position 
would be reconsidered at the end of the 
season, 

What he didn’t deny was that all was 
far from well. Top priority, he insisted, 
was negotiating a $245 million bank 
Joan which had been aborted by the 
crisis at Banesto. Although Real have 
hung a “business as usual” notice on the 
door, there is massive unrest in the 
back room. 

Club employees are dismayed at the 
cutbacks proposed by new executive 
director Inocencio Arias, and the 
players are unhappy about reduced 
salaries and bonuses in prospect for 
next season. 

Real’s five consecutive league titles, 
a run abruptly halted by Barcelona in 
1991, provoked a deluge of oifers from 
Italian clubs and Mendoza felt obliged 
To repel aggressors with Italian-style 
wages. Half a dozen players earn over 
$1.3 million per season plus bonuses, 
and skipper Manolo Sanchis tops the 
wage bill with a contract worth $2.5 
million. 

Atletico’s problems are equally 
acute. They followed up their Cup 
defeat with a goalless home draw 
against bottom club Lleida and a 2-1 
defeat by modest Rayo Vullecano. 
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That left them 12th with the additional 
honour of being the only team not to 
have won an away game all season. 
Ironically, it was their manager, Emilio 
Cruz, and not Floro who resigned, the 
22nd at Atletico to part company with 
Gil in just six-and-a-half seasons, after 
Just one win in ten games.
